The specific charge in the informa­ 
tion isDthe receiving of a deposit 
of $1,030 from Benj. M. Sopher, on 
July 7, last, four days before the 
bank’s failure, ^‘well knowing that 
the bank was then in a failing con­ 
dition. ” 
Sopher is a contractor and 
lives at 1913 Highland avenue in 
Kansas City. 
The warrants, as soon as issued, 
were placed in the hands of Deputy

THE CURRENCY PRIMER.

Ibis paragraj)h wliich records the 
payment by Abraham for a burying 
place for his deceased wife, Sar*a, is 
often 
quoted as the hrst use of 
money mentioned m history. 
It is 
error to call this a payment of money. 
There is no evddence that any law 
existed in Canaan at that time that 
created money of silver or fixed its 
value, but on the contrary the rec- 
01 d says Abraham 
it out, 
which shows conclusively that it did 
not bear the mark of the govern­ 
ment, orany other insignia of value. 
At that early age money had not 
been invented, 
but silver being a 
rare metal and much used for orna­ 
ments was sought after to such an 
extent that it was freely taken by 
the merchant in exchange for his 
wares. 
It appears, however, not to 
have been current 
at the time of 
Solomon, foi the historian in giv­ 
ing an account of the vessels and 
other 
works of art made for 
the 
temple says they “ 
were of pure gold; 
none of silver; it was nothing ac­ 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 
Does not custom make a thing 
money? 
No. 
Nothing 
makes 
a 
thing 
money 
but the law of the 
land. 
Many people have become imbued 
with the idea that gold and silver 
were provided by nature for 
no 
other purpose than for money. 
A 
monometallist once 
said 
in 
the 
presence of the writer, “ 
I want the 
money that God made.” 
The only 
divine medium of exchange is the 
grace of God, which, like the silver 
sheen, was showered upon all man­ 
kind, but was refused by the mono- 
metallist, because it was not yellow. 
An old couplet runs thus:— 


“ Go d ma de the bee a nd the bee ma de ho ney , 
Go d ma de ma n a nd 
ma n ma de mo ney . 
Let it be remembered that man, 
when organized into a government, 
has the same power to make money 
of silver, copper, or paper that he 
has to make it of gold. 
How long have gold and silver 
metals been used for money? 
About three hundred years B. C. 
these metals were first coined in 
Greece and Rome, since which time 
they 
have 
gradually 
driven 
out 
other metals, until it may be said 
that they are now in universal use; 
some countries using only silver, 
others gold, and others again using 
both. 
On what basis were the values 
fixed? 
Labor 
being the 
cause 
of 
all 
wealth, the value of the metal to be 
used as money should be fixed at 
the actual cost of production, espe­ 
cially if the money is to have the 
additional 
attribute 
of 
being 
a 
standard of value; for it may be re­ 
marked that “ 
labor 
is 
the 
only 
commodity that perishes at the in­ 
stant of production, and that if not 
then put to use is lost forever. ” How 
many days labor it cost in ancient 
times to produce an ounce of gold 
or silver is not known, nor have we 
now any data from \vhich we can 
correctly estimate the cost at the 
present time. 
After a lode has been 
discovered and sufficient work done 
to warrant the expenditure of put­ 
ting up machinery, an estimate may 
be made of the cost of the produc­ 
tion 
of that particular mine; but 
when we take into consideration the 
numberless days spent in prospect­ 
ing, and on unproductive lodes, all 
is chaos, and we have to give up in 
despair. 
For these reasons the val­ 
ues fixed by law are necessarily ar­ 
bitrary. 
Can the actual cost of production 
of any other commodity be more 
readil^ascertained? 
It is an easy matter to ascertain 
the cost of a bushel of wheat or 
corn. 
Any intelligent farmer by re­ 
ducing all his expenses in raising an 
acre of wheat to labor can tell just 
what it cost in labor to produce one 
or more bushels. 
The chemist wnll 
then take the wheat and tell us how 
many days one bushels will sustain 
human life. 
Here then we have an 
exact measure of value. 
Human 
life being the most valuable of all 
things. 
We 
know 
the 
length of 
time a bushel of wheat will maintain 
it, and we know the number of days 
labor required to produce the wheat, 
thus giving us tripple standard by 
which we measure the value of other 
products. 
Does not the cost of producing 
wheat« fluctuate? 
When 
compared 
with labor it 
does not, but when compared with 
money the money fluctuates which 
causes an apparent fluctuation in 
wheat, 
for 
w'hich 
reason 
wheat 
should /^uy money and not money 
buy wheat. 
It may cost twice 
as 
much to produce an ounce of gold 
or silver in one country as it will in 
another, 
but 
the 
life 
sustaining 
properties of wheat are the same 


the world over, and the cost of pro­ 
duction is substantially the same. 
What is the value of gold and sil­ 
ver as compared to wheat? 
When placed by the side of the 
life sustaining qualities of 
wheat, 
their value is so insignificant that it 
is impossible to draw a comparison. 
Wheat is the natural food of man, 
given by God for his sustenance, 
while gold and silver are far from 
the most valuable of metals, when 
stripped of the artificial value given 
them by their uses as money. 
Iron 
and copper far excell them in use­ 
fulness, and tin, lead and zinc would 
be 
their 
equal 
if 
demonetized. 
They never have been held in high 
esteem except for ornaments and 
money. 
What has been the production of 
gold and silver in the past? 
There are no data from which a 
a correct estimate of the total yield 
of the precious metals can be made. 
There has been four great gold pro­ 
ducing 
epochs. 
The 
first 
being 
during the reign of Solomon, when 
the mines of Ophir produced such 
marvelous quantities; the second, 
when the mines of Spain were open­ 
ed just before the Christian era; the 
third, immediately after the discov­ 
ery of America, and the fourth on 
the discovery of gold in California 
and Australia in the present century. 
After the time of Solomon the sup­ 
ply of both gold and silver gradual­ 
ly decreased until the discovery of 
the Spanish 
mines. 
These mines 
increased the supply to such an ex­ 
tent, that at the time of Augustus 
Cæsar, the total stock of coin 
in 
the civilized world, which then com­ 
prized little more than the Roman 
empire, was $ i , 736,000,000. 
From 
that time it gradually decreased un­ 
til A. D. 806, when it was less than 
^164,000,000. 
Then there was but 
little 
change 
for seven 
hundred 
years. 
In A. D. 1546 we find the 
stock of coin to be only $230,000,- 
000. 
During the period from the 
fall of the Roman empire to A. D. 
1400 the world made no progress; 
many of the arts that had flourished 
before were 
lost, 
society became 
disintegrated, people restless, and 
poverty and want prevailed over all 
Europe. 
This 
period 
has 
been 
properly called the dark ages. 
In 
A: D. 1600 the total stock of coin 
had increased to $614,000,000, and 
from that time it gradually increased 
until 1809 when it reached $1,549,- 
000,000. 
It 
continued 
at 
about 
this sum until 1840, when it began 
to increase again and continued to 
increase 
with 
slight 
fluctuations 
up to 1872. 
The 
total 
stock of 
both gold ard silver coin in 1872 at 
the time of the demonetization of 
silver was $3,600,000,000. 
The German economist, Dr. Soet- 
beer, who has made a special study 
of the production and uses 
of the 
precious metals, 
shows 
that 
the 
average annual production of gold 
for 290 years from 1560 to to 1850 
increased 600 per cent, 
and that 
the average annual production of 
silver for the same period increased 
only 
100 per cent. 
While 
from 
1851 to 1885, a period of thirty- 
four years, the decrea se in the aver­ 
age annual production of gold was 
25 per cent., and the increase in 
silver 
300 per 
cent. 
His table 
showing the average annual j)roduc- 
tions of both metals in kilograms in 
periods of five years from 1850 to 
1885 is as follows:

What has been the ratio in value 
between the metals in bullion since 
their first coinage? 
Accurate information cannot be 
obtained on this point but the best 
authorities give the ratio in the R o ­ 
man empire up to A. 
D. 864, as 
ranging from 11.30 to 14.40 of sil­ 
ver to one of gold, making an aver­ 
age of 12.50. 
In A. 
D. 
1050 in 
Italy the ratio was 10.50; in Eng­ 
land from 1344 to 1660 it 
ranged 
between 12 and 14, while in Ger­ 
many during the same period it rang­ 
ed between 10.50 and 12.80. Thus 
it will be seen that in over sixteen 
hundred years the ratio had never 
fallen below 10.30 to i., and never 
exceeded 
14. 
to 
i. 
In 
modern 
times from 1700 to 1850 the ratio 
in Hamburg ranged from 14.74 to 
15.83, at no time reaching the ratio 
fixed by the laws of 
the 
United 
States of 16 to 1. 
The 
following table shews the 
stock of gold and silver coin in the 
commercial world, and the market 
ratio between the metals at various 
periods from 1803 to 1872:

The above data is derived from a 
comparison of Seyd, Jacobs, Cheva­ 
lier and others. 
It will be observed that the 
vol­ 
ume of silver coin has had little or 
no eftect upon the ratio. 
When the 
stock of each was equal the ratio 
was 15.61; when the volume of gold 
coin was more than 2 yi times greater

than silver, the ratio was 15.63, 
and when the volume of silver was 
25 per cent more than gold the 
ratio reached the highest point and 
was only 15.83. 
These facts flatly 
contradict 
the reasons 
given by 
the inonometaliists for demonetiz­ 
ing silver and expose the falacy of 
their argument. 
hat has been the cause of the 
decline in silver since 1872? 
Demonetization. 
There can be 
no doubt that if silver had not been 
demonetized by European nations 
and America, it would have retained 
about the same relations to gohl as 
it has for the past iSoo years. 
Has the demonetization of silver 
had any influence over the price of 
gold? 
Yes. 
The destruction 
of 
one- 
half of the metal money of the com­ 
mercial world has thrown a heavier 
burden on the remaining metal and 
thus increased its importance, and 
enhanced its value. It has the same 
elfect on commerce, as the loss of a 
leg has iij)on a person. 
It throws 
the whole weight of the body upon 
one leg, impedes progress, destroys 
confidence, 
and 
necessitates 
a 
lighter loan. 
Probably one-tiiird the difference 
in the price of gold and silver is 
caused by the rise in gold. 
Can the two metals be kept at a 
parity? 


So long as the ratio of production 
remains the same as in the past the 
tw'o metals can be kept as near a 
parity as they have been in the 
past, but should the production of 
silver continue to increase as it has 
during the last three decades and 
the production of gold continue to 
decrease in the same proportion as 
it has for the same length of time, 
parity cannot be maintained with­ 
out an adjustment of the ratio at 
least as often as every ten years. 
The decrease in the production of 
gold is so great, that unless new 
mines are discovered, the supi)ly 
for money will be exhausted by the 
end of the next century. 
It will be observ'ed that an exact 
parity never did exist, 
Under the 
American system of 16 to 1 silver 
had always been at a premium of 
from 
to 3 per cent over gold, 
up to the time of its demonetiza­ 
tion. 
This is the reason why the 
silver dollar was not found in circu­ 
lation from 1837 to 1861, being of 
greater value than gold it was taken 
out of circulation and hoarded by the 
people. 
Under the French system 
oi *5/^ fo I, sometimes silver was 
at a premium, and ?.t other times at 
a discount, but the variations were 
so slight that It may be said that 
tire parity between the metals was 
practically maintained. 
What would be the effect of es­ 
tablishing the single gold standard? 
It is estimated that the total stock 
of gold coin in the civilized world 
is now $3,300,000,000, which must 
be divided between all the European 
nations and North and South Amer­ 
ica. 
This sum divided according 
to population would give to Amer­ 
ica $470,000,000, but as we have a 
more active commerce than some 
of the other nations we would prob­ 
ably hold $600,000,000. 
It will at 
once be seen that if our circulation 
should be limited to this sum our 
values would fall to one quarter of 
what they are now, and ruin and 
desolation would stalk abroad in 
the land. 


According to the United States 
treasurer’s i\:port just published the 
total 
circulation 
on 
August 
ist, 
1S93, was in round numbers $2,- 
123,000,000, of which $512,000,- 
000 was in the United States treas­ 
ury, leaving only $1,611,000,000 in 
the hands of the banks and people. 
If, with this sum in circulation, 
wheat sells at fifty cents a bushel 
what would be the price with only 
$600,000,000 in circulation? 
No financier nor statesman will 
be so foolish as to contend that the 
business of America can be carried 
on with so small a volume of cur­ 
rency. 
But bank notes and greenbacks 
will come to its aid? 
Yes, that of course is a part of 
the scheme, but they must all be 
based upon gold and redeemable in 
gold coin. 
Now any system which 
does not require the banks to keep 
on hand a redemption fund of at 
least 33J/3 per cent of its circulation 
is unsafe. 
Of the total stock of 
gold the government will always hold 
in the treasury at least $100,000,- 
000. 
There will be in the hands of 
the people and in banks other than 
banks of issue $200,000,000 more, 
thus leaving for banking purposes 
$300,000,000, which would allow a 
circulation of $900,000,000 on the 
basis of 3 to I. 
The volume of 
currency in circulation would com­ 
prise the bank notes, and the gold 
in the hands of the people, making 
a total of $1,100,000,000 against 
the present system, which gives us 
$1,611,000,000. 
The effect of re­ 
ducing the volume of currency one- 
third will be the reduction in the 
price of all commodities over one- 
half. 
But this is only one of the 
evils of a gold basis, garnished with 
banks 
of 
issue. 
We 
can best 
understand this system of finance 


if 
we 
will 
imagine 
gold 
to 
be 
the 
man 
who 
has 
lost a leg and the bank notes the 
crutches. 
Let us imagine that Mr. 
Gold loads up with the commerce 
of the United States upon his back 
and starts out to transact the busi­ 
ness of the country. 
For the first 
heat 
he 
does very well, for the 
crutches are new and attractive and 
the weight does not seem heavy at 
first, 
but 
as 
he 
progresses, 
the 
weight increases, the crutches be­ 
gin to give way, one goes down in­ 
to a hole and the other stumbles 
over clods, 
the 
burden becomes 
too great, so he pitches it over into 
the 
gutter, 
and 
runs 
away 
and 
hides. 
His sponsors examine the 
crutches 
and find that they were 
made out of unseasoned timber, so 
they go to work and revise the bank­ 
ing law, prepare new crutches, of 
thoroughly seasonded material and 
persuade 
Mr. 
Gold to 
leave his 
hiding place and try it again. 
But 
notwithstanding the care taken in 
preparing the crutches, 
Mr. Gold 
finds them difficult to manage, as 
well as too weak to support his im­ 
mense load, and all at once, and 
without warning, they give way, the 
load falls and Gold hides in shame. 
But his sponsors still believe there 


IS some way by which he can be 
made to carry the loan, so they re­ 
vise 
the laws again, 
invent some 
new devices, and finally adopt a 
double system of crutches, so if one 
breaks the load will fall upon an­ 
other strong enough to sustain it. 
Mr. 
Gold is again called from his 
hiding and starts out with his load, 
but the crutches are too flexible, he 
goes reeling along like one intoxi­ 
cated, sometimes the load is drag­ 
ging, at other times apparently fly­ 
ing, 
one 
day 
going 
at railroad 
speed, another day receding, and 
after 
a 
tortuous 
and 
unsteady 
course the crutches again collapse 
and 
Mr. 
Gold returns to private 
life, and the people say: Wild cat. 
What have the people been do­ 
ing all this time? 
Why the manip­ 
ulators of Mr. Gold have got rich; 
the masses are burdened with debts 
that 
they are unable to pay; the 
poor have grown poorer; the num­ 
ber 
of paupers have increased 
at 
every successive failure, and finally 
the poverty and want of the dark 
ages have succeeded to the reign of 
the brilliant Mr. Gold and his com­ 
peers. 
Such has been the history 
of the gold basis, and we have no 
substantial grounds 
for 
believing 
that it will not be repeated in years 
to come. 
Would a single silver standard be 
any better? 
At present it would not for there 
is n6t silver enough in the world to 
supply 
a large enough volume 
of 
money to answer the needs of com­ 
merce, 
without the aid of banks, 
and the result would be the same as 
with gold. 
With the constant in­ 
crease in the production of silver 
the time may come when that metal 
would 
supply all our 
needs 
for 
money. 
Is 
there no means by which 
a 
parity can be maintained between 
gold and silver? 
No. 
Not as coined money. 
In 
all cases an arbitrary value 
must 
necessarilly be fixed upon coin by 
the 
law under which it is made. 
An arbitrary or fictitious value can 
not be maintained at a parity with 
the intrinsic or commercial value. 
Whenever a metal from which coin 
is made becomes a commodity, it is 
subject to the laws of trade 
and 
the price is governed by the supply 
and 
demand. ^If the 
government 
owned all the mines, and held all 
the metals, in other words had 
a 
a monopoly of all the gold and sil­ 
ver 
metals, 
it could dictate 
the 
price, but so long as the mines are 
free to everybody, the government 
is in no better condition than are 
individuals. 
The only way to use both metals 
as a basis for money and keep them 
at a parity, is to demonetize both. 
Let the government buy gold and 
silver 
metals 
and issue full legal 
tender greenbacks, 
redeemable in 
gold and silver bullion at the op­ 
tion of the taker, at their commer­ 
cial value at the time of redemp­ 
tion. 
Would not the government meet 
with losses in handling the bullion? 
There 
propably would be both 
profit and loss to the government, 
but if properly managed the profits 
ought to equal the losses. 
But suppose 
there should be a 
small loss, it would be more than 
compensated 
for 
in 
the advan­ 
tages to be derived from a stable 
currency, and in having one that 
could not be manipulated by bank­ 
ers. 
How could the government get 
the money in circulation? 
There are many ways by which 
the money can 
be placed in the 
hands 
of the people. 
First, the 
government would have to buy a 
supple of bullion, which could be 
paid 
for 
in 
greenbacks. 
If this 
did not give a sufficient volume of 
currency, it could buy up some of 
its outstanding bonds, or it could 
pay pensions and other expenses of 
the government in greenbacks. 


But if money is to be issued by the 
government, why make it redeema­ 
ble in gold or silver? 
There is no necessity for it except 
to please the whims of the ignorant 
and satisfy the greed of the money 
lender, and encourage the mining 
industry. 
The old men are fixed in 
their ways and young men are what 
their education and 
surroundings 
make them. 
(lold and silver hav’’- 
ing constituted the money of Amer- 
ca up to the present time, the old 
men have come to think that nothing 
else can be money, and the young 
men think so because their fathers 
do, without giving the matter a sin­ 
gle thought. 
The time will come 
when money of all strong nations 
will be based upon the credit of the 
government issuing it, and will pos­ 
sess no intrinsic value; but not until

The Ceylon building, in cViarge 
of forty-seven native Cingalese, is 
one of the most interesting build­ 
ings, and, in proportion to size, is 
the most costly. 
The magnificently carved ]ullars 
in this room are fashioned after the 
ancient audience hall of the Kandy- 
ing kings. 
One can obtain a better 
knowledge of the customs, occupa­ 
tion and dress of the natives of this 
country from an hour’s visit than 
from months of reading. 
Cooking 
utensils, bows and arrows of the 
Veddhas, wild natives of Ceylon, 
are-shown, together with a miniature 
factory and map showdng the culti­ 
vation ot cocoanuts and rice. 
The French is one of the best lo ­ 
cated buildings. 
It IS a one-story 
building of renaissance style, with 
two pavillions, separated in front 
by a la^-ge court yard, in which is 
exhibited French landscape garden­ 
ing. 
Sufficient to say, 
that the best 
knowledge of the history and geog­ 
raphy of foreign lands can be o b ­ 
tained from a visit to these build­ 
ings. 
The crowning point of the expo­ 
sition is the magic city illuminated. 
This is a picture that can not be 
even handled by a person possess­ 
ing 
extraordinary 
powers of de­ 
scription. 
Standing under the dome of the 
Administration 
building 
one 
can 
hardly conceive the sight presented 
to 
be 
anything 
but 
a 
beautiful 
dream. 
T he lagoon is a sheet of 
light, and into its shining bosom the 
glittering white palaces have mir­ 
rored their form. 
The splendor is 
also helped by the contribution of 
the two massive electrical fountains, 
which throw spray after spray of 
water high in the air. 
The water is 
dotted with the Venetian gondolas 
in which delighted passengers are 
being rowed to and fro by gon­ 
doliers in costume. 
Soft melodies are wafted on the 
breeze to our ears, making us feel 
the 
scene of enchantment to be 
complete. 
It is easy to imagine 
ourself enjoying a night in Venice. 
The greatest novelty is taking a 
ride on the Ferris wheel, which lifts 
its 
lighted 
rooms, freighted with 
human beings, higher, higher, until 
it seems to pierce the very stars. 
The 
wind rushing through the 
iron meshes converts the massive 
structure into an Aeolian harj) . 
If 
we knew not from whence the low, 
soft rythm

and hearing the expression of peo­ 
ple from many lands, it is safe to 
say that all are more than satisfied.

C h i c a g o , 1 1 1., Aug. i8 .— So many 
descriptions have been written d e­ 
scribing the magnificence 
of the 
Columbian 
exposition 
that 
most 
readers believe to be overdrawn, 
but visitors on viewing the vast ex­ 
hibit are forced to use the time- 
honored expression of the Queen of 
Sheba, “ The half was never told.” 
No matter how high our expecta­ 
tions, they are fully realized, even 
at the first glance cast on the rows 
of beautiful white palaces glittering 
in the morning sun. 
The initial 
step should be a trip over the In­ 
tramural railway, as we then can 
form the best idea of the architec­ 
tural style of the buildings and the 
plan of the grounds. 
From this elevated spot we can 
see the many beautiful state build­ 
ings which line the streets of the 
“ White C ity ,” each being a model 
of originality and elegance. 
O f course due attention is given 
to the Missouri building, which o c­ 
cupies a very prominent locality in 
Jackson park. 
The building com ­ 
pares quite favorably with 
other 
state buildings. 
On entering, 
we 
find a succession of very tastily ar­ 
ranged reception rooms, and among 
the 
others 
the 
“ Pettis 
County 
R o o m ,” which is the popular rest­ 
ing place of Sedalians. 
Judging 
from 
the 
number 
of 
names here found on the register 
we should say that Sedalia has cer­ 
tainly done her duty in furnishing 
patronage for this national enter­ 
prise. 
Most of the state buildings, like 
the Missouri building, have devoted 
their space in arranging parlors for 
the comfort ot visitors, and have 
reserved their exhibit for the larger 
buildings set aside for the purpose. 
T h e oddest of these buildings is 
the Florida structure. 
The build­ 
ing is 
an exact 
reproduction of 
Fort IMarion, St. Augustine. 
The 
palmetto and cocoanut trees and 
little nooks 
around 
the building 
render the scene decidedly southern. 
T he 
Illinois 
building 
deserves 
especial notice, as much time has 
been expended in making this dis­ 
play attractive. 
A veiy pretty feature is the grotto 
and 
water 
fall, 
which is a very 
clever imitation of nature and makes 
the room in which it is found very 
picturesque. 
Every one pauses in this room to 
notice 
the large 
landscape of 
a 
model farm. 
The house, 
fences, 
barns and many ditterent fields are 
so artistically formed that one can 
hardly believe it to be made of ce­ 
reals in their natural color. 
The 
frame, which 
is made of 
corn, 
is 
very 
beautifully 
draped 
with long grasses. 
It is certainly a 
piece of remarkable ingenuity. 
A display very different from the 
others is that found in the Califor­ 
nia building. 
Much has been writ­ 
ten of this state and its wonderful 
productions. 
Many believe the ac- 
The 
stone entrance to the village 
counts to be purely fictional, but 
is a 
fac-simile of a chapel, the ruins 
the most exacting will be satisfied 
on seeing the exhibit. 
The tac simile of Mt. Vernon is 
worthy of a visit. 
The representa­ 
tion is so perfect that one recog­ 
nizes it at a glance. 
The music 
room of Nellie Curtis probably con ­ 
tains more curios than any room. 
In one corner is the old harpsichord 
presented to 
her by Washington, 
and many pieces of the young la- 
dy^s handiwork are to be found. 
In this room can be seen a sketch 
w’hich was 
on 
exhibition in 
the 
Crystal palace at New York in 1853, 
and was judged by critics to be 
very fine. 
It 
was drawn in pencil 
by lamplight and is 
entitled 
the 
“ Light and Dark Side of L ife,” it 
being an illustration of . “ Y ou ng’s 
Night 
Thoughts.”

After gaining an 
entrance 
one 
feels a deep interest in the scene 
that greets the eye. 
Many are the

As we walk through this 
hallowed spot we can picture in our 
imagination the original spot, sur­ 
rounded by the verdant hills, the 
j beautiful rivers and lakes and above 
all the graves of the heroes close oy, 
so dear to the inhabitants. 
In an 
alcove of this Abbey is placed a 


occupants busy at tlieir difierent in­ 
dustries. 
Each cottage is fashioned 
after those found in dilierent coun­ 
ties of Ireland, and the visitor is 
given a hearty welcome, or, to use 
the native expression, a “ Cead Mile 
'railte.“’ 
On looking around the rooms we I 
notice with 'pleasure the look of in- | 
terest on the faces of tlie comely | 
maidens busy with the lace which | 
is highly valued by those fortunate 
enough to ]) ossess it. 
The iiu) st 
pleasing cottage is the one given 
the name of Lyra-ne-grena, or the 
“ Sunny N ook ,” whicli is occiqiied 
by Lady Aberdeen during her stay 
in the village. 
Here can be found jjieces of beau 
tiful Irish, furniture, rare books and 
prints and a lovely mantle removed 
from a Dublin house. 
An elegant 
picture of Lady Aberdeen, who is 
spoken uf with loving interest by all 
connected with the village, 
adorns 
the wall. 
The village store occupies a very 
prominent ]) lace in the street and in 
it are found many purchasable arti­ 
cles. 
T'he gate receipts, 
together 
with the profit thus derived, is de­ 
voted to the development of Irish 
cottage industries. 
We 
are told 
that over 1500 women and children 
are now working under the direc­ 
tion and control of the Irish In­ 
dustries’ association. 
Many pieces of the daintiest laces, 
delicate home-spun and beautifully 
embroidered clerical robes are here 
on exhibition. 
A great effort has 'oeen made in 
Ireland to improve the butter in­ 
dustry, as is seen on examining the 
old and new fashoned appliances, 
which are being operated side by 
side. 
T’lie dairy maids, with their 
snow-white aprons and rosy faces 
framed in ilainty white caps, 
show 
the result i>f tlieir deft hands in the 
butter that is dispensed. 
In the’ museum can be found in­ 
teresting collections, among many 
things being tlie famous thA) in walk­ 
ing sticks, with which nearly every 
one provides himself 
as a lasting 
rememberance of the pleasant visit. 
During out 
stay we attended a 
concert given under the direction of 
an Irish lady, who is a teacher in 
the 
Dublin 
Academy 
of 
Music. 
Her skillful handling of the harj) 
invests 
this 
national 
instrument 
with more than the usual interest. 
She v.'as assisted by a vocalist, who 
possesses a clear, 
bird-like voice, 
and her audiences are held spell­ 
bound as they listen to her native 
airs rendered so|feelingly. 
T'he programme would not have 
been complete without the assist­ 
ance of the j) iper and the jig-danc­ 
ing on the village s(]uare. 
We then 
obtained a cup of genuine Irish tea 
and the much heard of Irish stesv. 
Our visit to the village was then 
conq) lete<l by a visit to 
Blarney 
Castle, 
it is quite fatiguing to as­ 
cend, but who would think of visit­ 
ing Ireland, even in miniature, with­ 
out 
kissing 
the 
famous 
Blarney 
stone. 
The stone was placed in position 
by Mayor 
Harrison, 
of Chicago, 
and is dedicated to the Irish-Amer­ 
icans of the 
United States. 
It is 
said to be a piece of the original 
stone found in Irelaml, the iiistory 
of which e\ ery one is familiar with. 
Beneath i.^ found the original in­ 
scription:
